The crima took place on the 
evening of Sept. 29th. According 
to the Croven’s story,. about a 
quarter past seven on the night 
in question somebody knocked at 
the door of No. 26, Wing WoStreet, 
The door was opened by a» small

Three or four were armed with 
revolvers and some had daggers. 
One of the inmates was gaged 
and put into a back cubicle. 
Another wassimilary daslt with 
and placed in's front cubicle.

He arrived 
stout half-past five that evenicg. 
He went ont to make a few 
purchases and when he returned, 
two hours later, the robbers bound 
and gagged him and pushed him 
into a front cubicle. The robbers 
took the keys of the accountant’s 
room and got away with money 


and jewellery. The intruders rane 


out of the house when somebody 
in the premises blew a whistle, 

Sio Chuen and snather detec- 
tive were standing outside No. 6, 
Wing .Wo Street, when they 
noticed five or six men standing 
outside No.26. These men began 
to move away quickly and then 
begantorun. The two detectives 
went in pursuit and in the 
chase Sin Chuen was Killed 
by «a shot fired by one 
of the gang. 
was going s:ong’Des Voeux Road. 
He took part in tho chase and 
assisted to catch a man inside 
the Sun Company's premises. 
Another detective, walkiag along 
Wing Lok Street. beard a shot. 
He joined in the pursuit and 
belped to arrest a man on the 
Prays. -He wags assisted by & 
Chiaesa const@#le who was on 
the Praga at the time and s:w a 
number of men runing towards 
him. Mr. da Rocha, the auc- 
tioneer, was in Des Voeux Road, 
and he also chased the man who 
was caught in the premises of 
the Sun Company. 

The two men when arrested 
denied the charges On one of 
the prisoners was fsund-a gold 
chain, which was ons of the 
articles stolen. He said be pick- 
ed it upin Des Voeux Road. Tho 
other said he did not know where 
was Wing Wo Street. 

The Attorney General told the 
jury—Messrs. J. Hoozer, C. 
Girken, S. Baker, V. M. Barradas,

two men in the dock actually 
fired the shot which caused the 
death of the detective, SinChuen.
